The Autsro-German lines on the 


Italian mountain front felt the shock 
yesterday of a French infantry blow 
and were shaken, if not broken by the 
impact. The French stroke was Co- 
livered on the easterly 
end ot the 


mountain line near its junction with 
the Piave, the assault being directed 
at Monte Tomba. The attacking col- 
umns broke into the enemy defenses 
on the mountain at some points ar>d 
apparently made good their hold, as 
Berlin admits 
a penetration of por- 


tions of the Tomba positions. 
The 


official bulletin 'from Rome declares 
that the French captured onemy posi- 
tions between Osteria Di Montfcrena 
and Maranzine, with about 1,-tOO men. 
60 machine guns and 7 cannon. The 
Austrian official statomcnt makes the 
French victory even more significant 
than does that of Berlin, as it an- 
nounces the preparation of "counter 
measures" against the French. This 
expression has previously boen used in 
statements from the Teutonic side in 
initial announcements on occasions 
when striking successes "nave

scored by enemy forces. Both French

he Democrat, as a morning publication, the 
journal having been first issued as an after- 
noon newspaper in 1861. 
The change from 


afternoon to morning field was not satis- 
factory and the return to the afternoon hour ] 
was not long coming. In 1873 Messrs. Flem- 
ing and Dunun acquired the entire interest of 
the paper and restored the name of The Sen- 
tinel. The following year a eompany that was 
comprised of Mr. Fleming, A, H. Hamilton, 
E. C. Bell, S. B. Bond, Montgomery Hamilton 
and F. H. Wolke took over the paper and this 
management continued until 1877, when Mr. 
Fleming became sole owner. He continued as 
publisher until April 1879, 
when William 


Kockhill Nelson and Samuel E. Morss. two of 
Fort Wayne's best known young men, 
pur- 


chased the property and entered upon the 
active conduct of the paper. Mr. Nelson and 
Mr. Morss not long after that went to Kansas 
City, where they .founded the Kansas City 
Star, one of the greatest' of the inter-oceanic 
newspapers of America—an enterprise from 
which Mr. Morss soon retired, later to become 
head of the Indianapolis Sentinel and out o. 
which Mr. Nelson amassed an immense for 
-tune. It was August 1, 1880, that the lafr 
E. A. K. Hackett, then for a number of year 
publisher of the Bluffton Banner, purehasec 
The Sentinel from Messrs. Nelson and Morss 
and continued in sole ownership and manage- 
ment from that time until his death, in 'Au- 
gust, 1916. 
Such in brief are the main points

The Sentinel was founded by 
Thomas Tigar and S. V. B. Noel, two citizens

. The Sentinel came from the press on July 6, 


1833. • It was a four-column folio turned out 
from .a rude sort of hand-press which, -with 
the other materials that were necessary to the 
printing of a newspaper, was hauled iu 
wagons from Indianapolis. The roads of those 
days'wcre little more than trails, bridges were 
' few, and the numerous streams were greatly 


swollen, making the fording of them a matter ! 


of hazard. Sis days were required for the 
journey with The Sentinel plant. Once started 
going, The Sentinel never ceased its regular 
issues from that July day almost eighty-five 
years ago up to this tame.

MR. GRISWOLD'S HISTORY OF FORT WAYNE 
V 


A careful reading of Mr. B. .T. Gris- 


wold's "History of Fort Wayne." lately 
'rom the press, and a comparison of it 
with previously published histories of 
Fort Wayne and ' Allen county, will 
serve to show not only how signally his 
work is monumental, hut how inesti- 
mable is the service he has rendered to 
the generations here living and the 
generations'here to come. 


The Sentinel'^ not merely owns to an 


extraordinary interest., but confesses to 
an uncommon pride in the success that 
has attended Mr. Griswolrt's venture in- 
to the field of history. It was in this 


history in times past, when the.con-'; 
veniences of record were vastly fewer 
and more difficult than in these days 
of 
many 
newspapers, 
magazines, 


photography and other media of re- 
scription and preservation, were con- 
stantly becoming confused, uncertain, 
challenged and in many instances lost 
altogether. 
It has been so to a 


lamentable extent as respects the his- 
tory of Fort Wayne and its region. 
Some of the sources of this history 
still available no doubt wil' also dis- 
appear. Mr. Griswold hastrescued all 
his precariously situated material.

tiileotions, purchased The Sentinel and at once 
changed its political color to conformity with 
hi» own views. In 1840 Mr. Wood disposed 
of The Sentinel to the late Hon. L D. G. Nel- 
son—one of Fort Wayne's most eminent and 
iUKfol citizens whose memory still is held in 
reverence—and the political policy of the 
paper underwent a change to democracy, a 
course that it has steadfastly pursued for near 
four score years. Mr. Nelson had The Sen- 
tinel but a short time, when in 1841 it passed 
again to the ownership of Mr, Tigar, its first 
publisher, who then continued at its head for 
almost a quarter of a century. The next own- 
ers were Hon. W. H. Dills and I. W. Campbell, 
who then had but recently purchased the 
democratic *Fort Wayne Times, published by 
Hen. John W. Dawson—a great figure in the 
early journalism of this city—and the two 
publications were merged as the Times-Sen- 
tinel. In January, 1366, E. Zimmerman, later 
and for many years publisher of the Vnl- 
paraiso MesscEger, and Eli W. Brown, subse- 
quently prominent in the journalism and 
politics of Columbia City and Whitlcy county, 
Itecame associated in the publication of The 
Sentinel. The name was changed to the Dem- 
ocrat, the paper losing for the time its old 
identity. These gentlemen introducer! steam
